AMBULANCE AID FOR 
~ BIELD SERVICE. 
(Sputelly ebriten for ‘Tae Camp 
- Gazerre.’) 7 


1,—It may be interesting to consider 
what arrangements should be made to 
ensure cficient ambulance help incase 
of active service for the local Volun- 
teers, At present there are two 
Medical Officers with the Volunteers, 
one with the Field Battery and one 
with the Machine Gun Company. 

2.—Thus far the arrangemsnts ara 
satisfactory. But whatis further need- 
ed is that an N.C.0. should bo 
appointed as Ambulance Sergeant to be 
the hdper and chief assistant of the 
Medical Officer when dealing with 


"| ‘vounded or injured‘men, and to be bia 


representative whtn absent, ‘his 
N.C.0, would -bo: with tho Field 
Battery or -Machine Gun’ Company, 


He would supply the help for the unit |” 


he was with, not fpr the other unit, 
An intelligent private or gunner should 
be permanently told off as theuid and 
help ofthe Medical Oiticer of that unit 
as Medical orderly. .
